Cruse said construction for the 
calendar as it proceeds toward its 
conclusion in December, will be 
swelled by the impending K Mart 
discount development, 
at North 
Avenue and H Street, by a 74 bed 
convalescent hospital at Walnut 
Avenue and Third Street, by the 


development 
of 
Ocean 
Plaza 
Shopping Center at Ocean Avenue 
and A Street, and possibly by the 
construction of 42 apartment units 
at L Street and North Avenue 


There are also other smaller 
projects that will make 1974 one of 
the best years of the past decade — 


or since the boom of the Vandenberg 
expansion leveled off. according to

Nixon says trip aided world peace 


K EY BISCAYNE. FLA (U PI) - 
President Nixon is home from a 
summit journey which he says 
advanced the cause of world peace 
and brought the elusive goal of 
curbing offensive nuclear weapons 
“ significantly closer.” 
In the windy and remote setting of 
an airbase in Caribou, Maine., Nixon 
was welcomed back Wednesday 
evening by Vice President Gerald R 
Ford, two bands, a little girl with a 
bouquet and a cheering crowd of 
4,500 
While the Spirit of 76 that had 
carried him 25,000 miles through the 
Middle East, Europe and the Soviet 
Union during the past month was 
refueled. Nixon told Americans on 
nationwide television he was glad to 
be back “ from a journey that has 
advanced the cause of peace in the 
world.” 
After the 20-minute speech he and 
Mrs. Nixon, with their daughter 
Julie 
and 
son-in-law 
David 
Eisenhower, who had met them in 
Caribou, reboarded the big white

fragments are often found on the 
ground He added that usually they 
are pebble size like those found by 
the boys. 
Two of the boy’s fragments are 
light and have the texture quality of 
crudely formed briquettes while the 
other two, a little larger, have a 
greater density.

'It's a life/ say the young 
and old men of the carnival

Scene: The carnival at Ryon Park. Sunday 
morning. It is the last day of the 22nd annual 
Flower Festival. A few anxious kids and 
annoyed mothers are starting to mill around the 
midway, waiting for the rides to start. 


Twenty-eight-year-old Jim Trepanier — a 
carney worker — sits on a portable metal bar 
fence around the mini car ride. An elderly 
woman confronts him. 


“ What time do the rides start9,” she asks 
fearlessly. 
“ 11 or 12o’ciock.” 
“ It’s after 11 now." 
“ That's what the boss said, ma am " 
“ Well, where the hell is the boss?” 
“ I don't know, ma'am.” 
The sour woman walks away, and a second 
carney worker with dark skin and a cigar 
dangling out of his mouth of yellow-brown, food 
crusted teeth takes her place. 
“ The California shows," he informs Jim, “ are 
not the Eastern shows. They have no systems 
here. You pack up for four hours and they say 
You know how to get there?’” 
He hesitates and then answers his own 
question in a scornful tone: “ Oh yeah Where we 
going9” 
Jim isn’t listening, 
but the little man 
continues. 
“ The shows back east, they have route cards 


for the season Somebody in April can ask what 
town you going to be in August and you can take 
out the card and tell him. ” 
The sour woman returns. 
“ What time is this stupid thing going to 
start?” 
“ Is it 12 yet,” the second carney worker 
replies. 
“ I have a quarter to 12, but a woman just said 
it doesn’t open till 1 o’clock.” 
“ We had an 11 o’clock call.” he tells the sour 
woman, but before she 
responds 
to this 
frustrating 
piece 
of 
information, 
her 
granddaughter interrupts. She wants to know if 
she is going to get to ride. 
“ Not if they start at 1 o’clock you don't,” the 
grandmother declares and walks off quickly, 
grabbing the child’s hand. 
That is another thing, he says to Jim The 
eastern shows have opening and closing hours 
posted on the ticket booth while California shows 
don’t. 
Jim 
isn’t 
listening, 
not 
because 
he 
is 
unconcerned about eastern shows, which he is, 
but because today he is feeling lonesome and he 
is thinking about taking a bus out of Lompoc 
tonight, to San Diego and Jan.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Charles 
W. Colson, who goes to jail Monday 
for obstructing justice in the Ellberg 
break-in case, says it was President 
Nixon and Henry Kissinger who 
spurred 
the effort 
to discredit 
Daniel Ellsberg after he leaked the 
classified Pentagon Papers. 
Testifying Wednesday in the trial 
of former presidential adviser John 
D. Ehrlichman, Colson - himself a 
defendant before pleading guilty 
—said Nixon, Kissinger and others 
requested any information possible 
about Ellsberg 
At issue is whether Ehrlichman 
specifically authorized the White 
House plumbers to burglarize the 
office of Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. He 
has admitted approving a “ covert 
operation” to get information on the 
former defense analyst, but denies 
knowing 
the 
plumbers 
had 
a 
burglary in mind. 
After six days of testimony and a 
recess for Independence Day, the 
prosecution is expected to rest 
Friday. 
At 
the 
House 
Ju d icia ry 
Committee impeachment hearings 
Wednesday, two former Nixon re- 


election aides, called as defense 
witnesses, testified on the question 
of 
“ hush money” 
payments to 
Watergate conspirator E. Howard 
Hunt. 
Some committee members from 
both 
parties 
said 
witnesses 
Frederick C. LaRue and Paul L. 
O’Brien, 
the 
first of 
six 
men 
requested as witnesses by Nixon 
lawyer James I). St. Clair, added 
little to Nixon’s defense. 


But some Republicans said their 
testimony shows that John W. Dean

St. Clair, however, predicted that 
Mitchell would not refuse to answer 
questions.

Mitchell go on trial in September on 
charges related to the Watergate

O’Brien, former attorney for the 
re-election committee, testified he 
had understood Hunt’s demand for 
$120,000 from the White House was 
to be for legal fees and living 
expenses.

Southland meat graders indicted for bribes 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
Five 
Department of Agriculture meat 
graders were indicted Wednesday 
on charges of taking bribes of up to 
$300 a week in Southern California to 
mislabel 
the 
meat 
they 
were 
inspecting. 
In addition William R. Walmsley, 
ow ner of a Los Angeles meat 
packing firm, was indicted on three 
counts of giving bribes to USDA 
meat graders to upgrade meat. 
The indictments, returned by a 
federal grand jury in Los Angeles, 
were announced here by Attorney 
General William Saxbe. 
The indicted meat graders, who 
are responsible for determining the 
quality or grade of meat sold by 
packing companies, included Joe 
Edmund Hurst, 27, Ontario, Calif.; 
Roy Lantis, 28, Ontario, Calif.; 


Jerry Malcolm, 31, Anaheim, Calif.; 
Roger Wood, 37. Anaheim, Calif.; 
and 
Harold 
Nightengale, 
44, 
Westminister, Calif. 
Hurst, Lantis and Malcolm were 
charged with six counts of bribery 
and total cash bribes ranging from 
$1,190, for Malcolm to $1,520 for 
Hurst. Wood was named in five 
bribery counts, while Nightengale 
was charged with two counts of 
taking bribes. 
In addition to charges of receiving 
bribes from June, 1972, to February, 
1974, Malcolm and Lantis were also 
charged 
with 
making 
false 
statements 
to 
the 
grand 
jury 
investigating the case. 
Walmsley, owner of the ServU 
Meat Packing Company was named 
in three counts of giving bribes 
totaling $800 to the meat graders 


between August and November 1973. 
The indictments are the first 
against federal employes stemming 
from 
a 
Justice 
Departnent 
investigation of the meat packing 
business in the Los Angeles area. 
Also aiding in the investigation was 
the 
FBI 
and 
the 
Agriculture 
Department’s internal investigating 
arm. 


The indictment of Walmsley and 
his company brings to eight the 
number of Los Angeles packing 
companies which have been charged 
with making payoffs to agriculture 
employes. 


The maximum penalty for giving 
or receiving a bribe is 15 years in 
prison and a $20,000 fine, while a 
company convicted of giving a bribe 
can be fined up to $20,000.

At its first meeting of the fiscal year, the 
Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce 
Board of Directors on July 3 seated its 
newly 
elected 
officers 
and 
board 
members. Outgoing President John H 
Larsson passed the gavel to the new 
president 
Olivia Cotsenmoyer, the first 
woman to hold the local post, and seated 
Robert E Lewis as 1st Vice President and 
John D Martin as second Vice President. 
Also seated as new board members were 
Harley Craig, Bill Leary and A1 Pico. 
In keeping with the chamber by-laws, 
which provides for six appointed members 
to the board to serve a one year term, 
President 
Cotsenmoyer 
received 
the 
ratification of the board for the appoint­ 
ments of Rennie L. Adam, Terrill F. 
Cox, Lt. Col. John W Sorrell, L. T. “ Zark” 
Taylor, D. Gordon Woosley and Hugh D.

One of the biggest problems facing the 
valley, according to Mrs. Cotsenmoyer, is 
the need for more water. The need is not 
that 
pressing 
now, 
says 
the 
businesswoman, but in ten years it will be 
too late to start talking about the situation. 
A committee has been formed to start 
investigating the problem, she said The 
new leader of the business group warns 
that it sometimes takes 10 years to get 
more water into a location. 
As Mrs. Cotsenmoyer believes: 
"The longer we wait the more expensive 
it gets.” 
There are 280 members in the Lompoc 
Chamber of Commerce and the new 
president says she will be working with a 
very cohesive group. Although she doesn’t 
have any specific plans as yet, she has one 
idea in mind: 
‘‘We’re definitely concerned with the 
betterment of Lompoc.” 


State's open space grows 
by some 1.3 million acres 


How is carney life, Jim Trepanier? 
'i t ’s a life, if you like traveling,” he answers, having 
worked Long Beach, Newberry Park, Thousand Oaks, and 
Lompoc since joining the show. 
Now Jim wants to travel to San Diego, to settle down and 
marry Jan, the woman who goes with the name tattooed on 
his forearm 
Scene: The merry-go-round. It’s nearly noon. Pop, boss of 
the ride, slumps behind a smiling green wooden horse. He 
looks angry. A cigarette hangs out of his 72-year-old mouth. 
The top half of his face is covered by a baseball cap, the 
bottom half is covered by silver, two-day-old whiskers Jim 
Trepanier steps up on the horizontal wheel. 
“ I don t know where everyone is,” Jim says mildly. 
Pop roars, “ I know where they’re at. Where they always 
are. This ain’t no show ” 
Pop is disgusted. In the old days, a show would pack-up on 
Saturday night and be gone early Sunday morning. But here 
this show sits. 
The show is billed as the Western Pacific Shows’ Show of 
Shows, but Pop calls it the turtle show. It operates so 
slowly. It is run, he complains loudly, with young, lazy 
punks. 
“ Alright, get off it,” Pop orders two kids who are 
sneaking up horses on the opposite side of the wheel. 
Kids are forever harassing Pop by trying to steal rides. 
He wants an assistant to help keep the hooligans off, but the 
boss won’t furnish one. 
“ Back east they have police officers and committee men 
watching the kids, but they don’t care here,” says Pop. 
How is the carney life, Pop? 
“ It can be a good life or a bad life, depending on what you 
make of it,” he spits out. ‘‘I made it good because I save my 
money and eat right and sleep. I ’m not like these young 
punks in show business today.” 
Pop, according to the boss, isn’t happy unless he is 
“ bitch'n and quit’n” three or four times a week. 
A woman passes by and asks, “ Are you in charge of the 
rides?” 
Pop nods. 
“ What time do they start?” 
"12 o’clock,’ he answers abruptly, looking away from the 
woman. 
Pop is an exception to the fact that there is a high turn­ 
over rate of carney employes. 
Scene: At a picnic table under a shady tree beside the 
now operating carney. Music and yells of delight move into 
Ryon Park from the midway. Jim Butzer, manager of the 
show, digs rusted staples out of the table top with his pocket 
knife. His face is tanned, loose and round. 
There are more headaches in this business than any 
other business that I know of,” he assures. 
A $60,000 law suit is pending against the show because a 
boy riding a bike on the midway struck a woman, breaking 
her hip. 
The quarter of a million dollars worth of equipment 
constantly breaks down — through wear and tear and 
vandalism. This weekend at Lompoc the barely six month 
old generator stopped working and the bearings on the 
$22,000 rolla-plane went out. 
Parents often refuse to keep their children from jumping 
on rides in operation, like the merry-go-round. Yet they get 
mad wh**n carney workers yell at the kids doing this. 
Jim has had lawyers and doctors working for him— all 
sorts of people with problems. 
There are tour shows in California that give the 23 other 
shows a bad reputation. 
In many towns when a carney comes through and needs a 
part or service, the prices are jacked up, substantively. 
However, there are some exceptions. Lompoc is one of 
them. 
“ I like this community. They treat us nice. Real nice,” 
says Jim . 
The rooms at a Lompoc motel were filled, but when the 
management learned that Jim was from the carnival, they 
found him a room. The carnival needed a fork-lift to load a 
piece of equipment. It was furnished at no cost and an hour 
early. 
Jim likes bringing the carney to Lompoc. Local 
committee members operated the ticket and game booth, so 
show people don’t handle the money and no one can accuse 
them of cheating the public. 
How is carney life, Jim ? 
Fade out.

Reggie Jackson of the Oakland Athletics is such a 
super-duper commodity that not one, not two, but three 
books by and about him are in the process of being 
written - and Reggie’s never battea over 300 in his 
career, major or minor leagues. 


Q. What does the major league baseball rule book say con­ 
cerning ball players of opposing teams fraternizing before 
or during or after a gam e? — C.E. Miller, Oakhurst, Calif. 
Thou snalt not. With a $50 fine resulting if the league rule 
(not the Official Rules of Baseball) is violated. And men like 
Bill North of the Oakland Athletics admit they have received 
warning letters. But in practice, the players do ignore the 
ban against fraternizing, particularly before games, and 
freely trade banter. 


Q. Is it not true that a good softball pitcher can throw a 
softball underhanded at a higher velocity than an overhand 
baseball pitcher? — Chuck Thompson. Grand Junction, 
Colo. 
From the vantage poiutof the batter, the softball pitch by 
someone like the legendary Eddie Feigner comes in faster. 
Feigner's fast ball has been clocked at 104 m ph, faster than 
Feller or Koufax. But, of course, he reels it off from a dis­ 
tance of 46 feet, or 14 and a half feet closer than his baseball 
counterparts. 
Q. For some time I have wondered about a recent inci­ 
dent regarding a baseball player. A couple of years ago. a 
Boston Red Sox player was involved in an assault upon an 
airline hostess in flight. Was it ever settled or was it conve­ 
niently hurhed up? — John Snyder, Aurora, Colo. 


A veteran Boston infielder, Rico Petrocelli, was named in 
just such an incident. Let’s say it was conveniently settled. 


Q. Seems to me an enormously high rate of stolen bases 
has taken surge in the past several years. Could 1973 have 
been the tops? — lly Mack, Cleveland, 0 . 
There has been a dramatic rise in major league stolen 
bases, culminated by the American League total of 1,058 in 
'73. highest in half a century (for contrast, there were only 
278 stolen bases in 1950). But the record remains the 1,810 AL 
stolen bases in 1912. The National League reached its recent 
high of 1,045 stolen bases in 1970. Base running is definitely 
back after an hiatus in the ’30s, '40s and ’50s. Or have you 
checked on Lou Brock’s latest progress in his sprint towards 
Maury Wills’ season record of 104 SBs?

Interesting meat dishes include a chicken-nut 
casserole favorite of Mrs. McElmurry and 
Marie Andrew, and a veal cordon bleu with rice, 
made 
by Ruth (Mrs. Glenn) Bohn, a former 
Lompocan. 


Chicken- nut casserole 
One 3 l/2 lb. stewing hen, cooked, removed 
from bones and chopped. Mix with following 
ingredients: 
1 cup chopped celery 
2 tbsp. minced onion 
1 can cream of mushroom soup 
2 tbsp. lemon juice 
1 cup mayonnaise 
3/4 tsp. salt 
l/4 tsp. pepper 
1 cup chopped walnuts, almonds or pecans 
Turn chicken mixture into buttered 9 x 13 pan. 
Top with crushed potato chips sprinkled with 
paprika. Bake uncovered in 350 degree oven until 
bubbly, about 20 minutes. Makes 6-8 servings. 
Note: Casserole may be wrapped and frozen 
before or after baking. 


Veal cordon bleu with rice 
1 pkg. (8 o z.) sliced sw iss cheese 
4 slices boiled ham, cut in half 
8 thin slices (12 o z .) veal cutlet 
2 tsp. well-seasoned flour 
3 tbsp. butter 
V4 cup minced onion 
V2 lb. mushrooms 
1 tbsp. lemon juice 
21/* cup hot water 
11-3 cup rice. 
Place V4 slice of cheese and a piece of ham on 
each slice on veal. Roll, fasten with skewers or 
toothpicks. Dredge with flour. Brown in butter; 
set aside. 
Saute onion and mushrooms in butter, blend in 
left-over flour. Gradually stir in water. Add 


lemon juice. Bring to boil, stirring until thick. 
Chop remaining cheese. Mix with rice in shallow

1 (10 oz. pkg.) frozen broccoli 
3 tbsp. butter 
3 tbsp flour 
1 tsp salt 
1 cup milk 
l/s tsp. nutmeg 
1 tsp. lemon juice 
4 egg yolks 
4 egg whites 
Cook broccoli, drain and chop fine. Melt 
butter, add flour and salt and cook until bubbly, 
then add milk. Cook until thick, add nutmeg, 
lemon juice and broccoli. Cool slightly before 
adding beaten egg yolks. 
Beat egg whites until stiff and when broccoli 
mixture is cool, fold in the egg whites. Pour into 
buttered IM2 quart casserole. Place in a pan of 
hot water and bake one hour in 350 degree oven 
until firm, or knife com es out clean. Serve plain 
or with a mixture of half sour cream and half 
mayonnaise.

A living idea 


The Declaration of Independence is both 
document and idea. As both, it has had a 
long but far from always secure existence. 


Approaching the end of its second 
century, the faded parchment, signatures 
all but illegible, is housed in Washington’s 
National Archives, protected from the 
natural 
processes 
of 
decay 
and 
disintegration by every means known to 
science. 


But it is only during fairly recent times 
that such care has been shown for the 
physical 
state 
of 
the 
nation’s 
birth 
certificate. During its earlier years, the 
parchment shared in its own way the 
vicissitudes of the nation. At times it 
seemed hit or miss whether either would 
survive the besetting perils. 


During 
the 
Revolution, 
when 
the 
American bid for freedom so frequently 
seemed on the verge of extinction, the 
Declaration was rushed from town to town 
to keep it out of the hands of the advancing 
British. During the War of 1812 and the 
burning of Washington, it was sewn into 


linen bags and lay hidden in a Virginia 
barn 
Only in recent and more secure times 
for the nation has it known special care 
and a permanent place of honor. The 
exhibition hall in the National Archives is 
a fitting background as well as a secure 
resting place. 
None question that the Declaration 
should be treated with care and reverence. 
The document is a precious part of the 
American heritage, of our present and 
future. 
But more precious yet is the idea, the 
living idea that makes the Declaration a 
vital, continuing fact of the American 
experience. Without it, the document is no 
more than a collection of fading words on 
drying parchment. 
To preserve it, we cannot turn to 
science, to sealed cabinets and controlled 
humidity. It lives not on paper but in heart 
and mind, of each American and of all 
Americans. 
Its 
preservation 
lies 
solely 
in our 
determination that it shall live.

The Declaration of Independence 
was

m asterpiece

manipulation. 
And 
none

farm ers, 
lawyers 
and 
m olasses 
moguls who signed it were alumni of 
the J. Walter Thompson Advertising 
Agency. 
It was a bold step, after all, and 
needed bold language to cloak its 
p u r p o s e . 
T h e 
p r o s e 
w a s 
inflammatory and polemical enough 
to please Jam es St. Clair and the 
kamikaze 
faction 
of 
the 
house 
judiciary com m ittee. 
Look at the lead: “ When, in the 
course of human events...” this is 
bigger than politics, baby, and who 
s a y s 
th e 
c o lo n ie s 
d e s e r v e 
independence? “The laws of nature 
and of nature s God.” 
In his book "The Declaration of 
Independence,” 
Carl 
Becker 
of 
Cornell wrote that “The declaration 
was essentially an attem pt to prove 
that rebellion was not the proper 
word for what they were doing.” 
Because the Divine Right of Kings 


was 
a 
more 
severe 
form 
of 
e x e c u tiv e 
p riv ileg e, 
Thom as 
Jefferson and his friends needed a 
heavy dose of philosophy and bold 
and sim ple philosophy it was: 
"We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by 
th eir 
c r e a to r 
w ith 
ce r ta in 
unalienable rights...” 
"Self-evident” 
is 
a 
favorite 
lawyer's word and the international 
audience of the 15th century should 
have been alerted. 


"Let facts be submitted to a 
candid world, 
says the parchment 
and 
the 
“ repeated 
injuries and 
usurpations” get more lurid as they 
go on. After 14 kingly atrocities are 
listed, 
the prose becom es almost 
deadpan. 
Of 
course, 
“ He 
has 
plundered our seas, ravaged our 
coasts, burnt our towns & destroyed 
the lives of our people.” 


W hat 
John 
A dam s 
c a lle d 
Jefferson’s 
“peculiar 
felicity 
of 
expression” was in high gear toward 
the end of the statem ent, which 
climaxed “ with a firm reliance on 
the protection of divine providence, 
we mutually pledge to each other 
our 
lives, 
our 
fortunes and our 
sacred honor. ” 
That closer made the declaration 


d iffe r e n t 
from 
the 
norm al 
parliamentary 
billingsgate. 
They 
meant 
it. 
They were 
ready 
to 
surrender their lives. Instead of 
“ property” 
they 
called 
their 
wealth 
"fortunes,” 
a 
felicitous 
double meaning. 
Their honor was something they 
considered 
sacred 
and 
indeed 
“ inalienable.” 
American 
schoolchildren 
are 
taught to mutter Lincoln’s less 
felicitous — and less controversial 
— Gettysburg address because it is 
shorter and that’s an oratorical pity. 


The Declaration has the passion of 
argument — rebellious argument — 
about it. The dry parchment rattles 
with musket fire and emotional 
dispute. Two centuries of pseudo- 
p a trio tic 
p eck sn iffer y 
have 
dehydrated the document and made 
citizens afraid of its conclusions and 
spirit. 


Fierce arguments about whether 
“all men are created equal” were 
expected by the signers. They would 
be amazed and chagrined about the 
apathy and timidity surrounding 
such arguments today. America the 
timid. For this they pledged their 
lives, 
their 
fortunes, 
and 
their 
sacred honor? On July 4, we all 
ought to read it again.

That was in the tim es after his 
strong showings in an unsuccessful

Teague is now deceased and former

The inference this reporter got 
from the D em ocrat’s reference to 
the decision Hart made, was that 
Hart now as an assemblyman would 
have a little more ladder to climb 
upward than he would have had as a 
state senator. Political observers, 
however, say that once Hart decided

President Nixon normally returns 
elated from foreign trips with the

We 
assum e that that will be his mood 
after Moscow He has carried the 
flag abroad, dominated the news, 
demonstrated 
his 
authority. 
We 
ardently hope his trip is successful. 
We assum e he won’t belittle his 
accomplishm ents. 
But if he thinks W atergate is 
abated he has underestimated the 
public once more, as he did when he 
fired Archibald Cox and as he did 
when he released the White House 
transcripts. He is curious that way; 
doesn’t seem to realize what he is 
doing. He published the transcripts 
after

explaining 
that 
these would put the whole issue of 
his guilt to rest. How many tim es he 
has told the country that he is now 
finally settling something or other. 
This lack of comprehension was 
vividly illustrated in his sessions 
with Haldeman, Ehrlichman and 
Dean as they sat around busily 
composing “ scenarios” and figuring 
how to "P R ” the situation.

The monumental report of the 
seven-man 
Ervin 
com m ittee 
is 
about ready and scheduled shortly 
for 
the 
Senate, 
perhaps 
for 
Thursday, 
July 
11. 
The 
Ervin 
com m ittee, you remem ber, is the 
body that brought you on television 
Dean and Mitchell and Stans and 
Raldeman and Ehrlichman and all 
the rest. It was created to propose 
legislation 
that 
would 
prevent 
Watergates. The report should be a 
spectacular: it will remind people of 
the origin of the wretched affair. 
At about the sam e tim e, 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
will 
hear 
oral 
arguments (July 8) on how far 
presidential 
privilege 
goes 
and 
whether Mr. Nixon must give up 
those tapes of 64 White House 
conversations. Can he defy special 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski? Some 
think the high tribunal is unwise to 
get into this row. It didn’t need to, 


but 
it 
accepted jurisdiction. 
In 
Andrew 
Johnson’s 
impeachment 
only Congress and White 
House 
were 
involved; 
now 
all 
three 
separate powers of the government 
are mixed in; it is a “ historical 
first.” 


As to the Court, Mr. Nixon seem s 
to be caught between scissor blades: 
he is taking another of his big 
gambles. 
On 
one 
hand, 
he 
is 
em barrassed, presumably, if the 
tapes are published; why otherwise 
would he make the tremendous fight 
to conceal them? On the other hand, 
if the Court rules against him (as 
the weight of legal opinion here 
assum es likely), he will take the 
final risk if he defies the edict. That 
w o u l d 
b r i n g 
i m m e d i a t e 
impeachment. 


The Court may decide in Mr. 
Nixon’s favor, with consequences 
considerably 
transcending 
the 
specific issue of publication of the 
tapes. It would be a psychological 
victory 
for 
him 
at 
a 
crucial 
moment. It would set his critics a- 
back and could possibly abort the 
w hole 
im peachm ent 
p rocess. 
Historically it would also establish a 
court 
interp retation 
of 
the 
executive’s right to defy other parts 
of the government that would make 
us take a new, long look at the whole 
presidential system. 


The third key development is, of 
course, 
the House 
impeachment 
com m ittee itself. It is approaching 
the clim actic stage after seven 
dreary weeks of methodical behind- 
the-doors testimony, accompanied 
by leaks. On the day Mr 
Nixon 
started for Moscow the com m ittee 
voted to release all 7200 pages of its 
impeachment evidence, with the 
exception 
of 
classified 
material 
dealing with Mr. 
Nixon’s secret 
bom bing 
of 
C am bodia. 
The 
com m ittee voted 22 to 16, with six 
Republicans joining 16 Democrats in 
the m ajority. Opposing release were 
11 Republicans and five Democrats. 


Finally, of course, the trial began 
here last week of Ehrlichman and 
three others in the break-in of 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. The 
antecedent of this episode, was the 
imperious order from Mr. Nixon in 
June 
1971, 
described 
by 
Chuck 
Colson, 
his 
special 
councel: 
“I 
don’t give a damn how it is done, do 


whatever has to be done to stop 
these leaks and prevent further 
unauthorized disclosures; I don’t 
want to be told why it can’t be 
done.”

Watergate. 


Forty years from now, looking 
back at 1974, what will historians 
say? Contemporary accounts will 
show how normal it was. No riots; 
no bloodshed. The rows of tulips 
presenting arms in the beds before 
the White House are replaced by 
geraniums. 
Government 
clerks 
commute and eat snacks in the hot 
parks. 
T o u rists 
c l i mb 
the 
Washington Monument and throng 
the 
White 
House. 
Things 
seem 
unchanged. 
People 
are 
more 
interested in inflation. An election in 
Canada draws no interest; other 
democracies change governments 
easily but so what? Hysteria? There 
should be — the very presidency is 
at stake. There was hysteria during 
Andrew Johnson’s ordeal; not now. 
The 
mood 
is 
bew ilderm ent,, 
confusion, 
vast 
irritation. 
But 
efforts to panic the one-quarter to 
one-third who support the President 
don’t get far. 
Congress is different. There is a 
mood that this reporter has never 
before seen. 
A kind of gloomy 
lethargy. Committees mark time. 
Reporters don't attend. Congress 
looks down the tunnel at what it may 
have to do — and shudders. It 
affects news commentators. What 
in 
God’s 
name 
is 
the 
public 
thinking9 Many who were sure there 
would be impeachment now begin to 
wonder. 


We think the public is out there 
waiting, far ahead of Congress. It 
has lost track of details; it has made 
up its mind; somehow or other we 
should get another President. 


The public knows the score, we 
think. Warrantless wiretaps, White 
House gestapo, 
secret 
bombing, 
burglarizing for national security, 
taxless income, a President who 
won’t say whether he will obey the 
Supreme Court., they understand 
Conviction of 34 individuals and 10 
corporations so far, and a dozen 
more indicted. 
It isn’t all that 
c o m p l i c a t e d . 
D o e s n ’t 
the 
Constitution say the President must 
enforce the laws? 
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
